It has 
been succinctly stated by Mr. 
Lionel Curtis as consisting in the 
‘gulf fixed between British oficial 
policy and the view of a vocal 
section of the British community 
jin China. In these columns it 
has’ been definitely suggested 
that the lack of liaison is, very 
largely, due to circumstances over 
which the instrument of Britis 
policy has control. Mr. Curtis, 
48 recently indicated, goes much 
further and is inclined to, place 
the whole blame on Peking. 
Without endorsing Mr. Curtis 
remedy, this journal is strongly 
of the opinion that more frequent 
contact with Shanghai might be 
observed by the British Minister 
with advantage. When all is 
[said and done, however, there are 
limits to which disagreement, 
with the official policy can be use- 
fully expressed by the community 
concerned. Consultation with 
the community is constantly 
‘urged and rightly urged. But 
it surely is difficult to derive the 
full value from that consultation 
if there is a tendency to hark 
back to dead issues—however 
just may be the criticism thus 
evoked—and to run counter to 
jthe fundamentals of u policy 
which even the most superficial 
study of political prospects in 
Great Britain shows to be 
generally accepted by all 
parties, in office and without. 
On the other hand keen 
of passing events with 4] 
of guiding policy by the valuable 
experience of thd wearer of the 
shoes that pinch is exceedingly 
apposite and ultimately effective.

heard the pretentious allegation 
that Cabinets or Leagues do not, 
know the mentality or the facts 
lof the East. Apply the logical 
extension “and ‘those much 
maligned innocents must_be au- 
tomatically deprived of their 
right to come to a decision on any 
problem at all. It is obvious that 
the exponents of opposition to an 
official policy are likely to gain 
ja readier hearing than others. 
This is partly due to the defects 
mentioned above; it is partly the 
outcome cf psychological factors 
to be found in every democracy. 
There is a mean and that mean 
Jean be found. The respite, now 
given by the formal announce- 
ment of the Powers’ favourable— 
but qualified—attitude towards 
the Round Table Conference, 
might well afford an admirable 
opportunity for developing. soli- 
darity whieh would be consistent 
‘with several, but eritical, support 
of ofticial policy and so hasten the 
removal of obstacles to the much- 
desired settlement.

BRITISH JUSTICE

A telegram the 
briefly announced that Mess 
Waterlow & Sons had paid the 
huge sum of $610,392 and costs 
die from them to the Bank of 
Portugal in respect of a law suit 
in which the two parties have 
been involved since 1930. The 





case was remarkable for the 
apparent simplicity of the 
method whereby a rogue 


named Marang took over from 
Messrs. Waterlow & Sons a 
quantity of bank-notes. wi 
they were printing for the Bank 
of Portugal and by means of 
them was able to manufacture 
forged notes and put them into 
circulation. This happened in 
1925 and when the forgery wa: 
discovered the Bank had to with- 
draw notes from circulation and 
honour all which were presented, 
thus suffering considerable loss. 
They therefore claimed slamages 
for breach of contract, negligence 
‘or conversion from Messrs. 
Waterlow. The details of the 
case have already been published 
in these columns and it is 
sufficient to mention that it went 
from the King’s Bench, where 
Mr, Justice Wright had’ entered 
judgment for £569,421 in favour 
of the Bank of Portugal to the 
Court of Appeal which reduced 
the damages to £300,000 and to 
the House of Lords, on the appeal 
by the defendants, which gave in 
favour of the Bank and, owing 
to the disagreement of the 
House with Mr. Justice Wright's 
selection of the last date on 
which the Bank were entitled to 
pay out good notes in exchange 
for spurious notes, enhanced the

At’ 
ithe time of Mr. Justice Wright's 
judgment against Messrs. Water- 
low, “The Times” said: 

«If, as the Judge held, it is| 
impossible to credit. them’ with 
the exercise of the highest 
standard of vigilance, it is equally 
impossible to withhold sympathy 
from the ‘vietims of an imposition 
jmost nique in its audacity and 
scope. 

‘To most firms the danger of 
losing on a case of this kind 
would be disastrous to con- 
template, and, jumping forward

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JAPANESE FULFILL 
AGREEMENT 


Withdrawal Completed in Ten 
Days Under Specified Time 


May 26. 

‘The withdrawal of the Japanese 
forces into the areas defined’ unde 
‘the Sino-Japanese agreement wa: 
completed yesterday. With ‘the 
evacuation of Paoshanhsien, Woo- 
sungehen, Woosung Forts, and San- 
Kuantang, the Japanese have ratified 
their agreement in ten days under 
the time originally required. | The 
decision of the Japanese Govern- 
ment to withdraw all their troops 
‘from China, maintaining only a com- 
paratively small landing force for 
the protection of their residents in 
Shanghai, has accelerated the 
‘evacuation and almost every day 
since the commencement of the re- 
tirement has seen the embarkation 
of troops for return to their native:

There are just as many ways 
of crossing a road as there are 
individuals to crozs it. Yet a 
study of the question, say, on 
Nankiag Road, reveals that there 
are some way# more favoured 
than others. There is, of course, 
the commonsense way: crossing. 
at the approved places and keep- 
ing your eyes skinned in both 
directions. This can generally 
be done with a fair amount of 
safety, though it is not entirely 
shorn of risk, since there are 
chauffeurs and riesha coolies 
who pay 
to the traffic signals upon which 
you are relying for protection, 
and regard white or yellow lines 
marked upon the roadway as 80 
‘many inartistic eccentricities of 
the traffic department. Then, 
also widely favoured by certain 
classes, there is the bolt across 
the street done irrespective of 
traffic or traffic signals. This 
might be termed the ‘chicken 
method” and in any other coun- 
try but China would result in 
heavy casualties to those favour- 
ing it. Here, however, drivers 
of motoreats’ have to accustom 
thomsolves to chis kind of thing, 
and a good driver, on the alert, 
can tell through some sixth sense 
when a certain person is going 
to attempt it. ‘The result is that 
the toll taken by these crossings 
is not so heavy as it would other- 
wise be. Probably. the most 
popular way is, however, to cross 
the road in easy stages. This 
presupposes a great amount of 
confidence that a vehicle will 
stop when you stand in front of 
i determined to stay 
Where you are. Tt generally 
does stop, and so the method is 
atlended with considerably more 
safety than the — “chicken 
method.” 





























‘The procedure in crossing the 
youd in easy stages is first to 
ait for a gap in the stream of 

vieshas, then venture about six 

or eighit feet out into the road 
and take your stand there. This 
_ will force all rieshas which come 
up subsequently out into the 
middle of the rcad, for though 
the pullers may say things, they 
will not deliberately crash into 
you. ‘The lay is too uncertain 
for that, and you may be able 
to soak them or their passengers 
for damages. At the next 
opportunity you push out another 
five or six feet towards the 
middle of the road. This move 
will permit the stream of ricshas 
to pass behind you, between you 
and the pavement. If well 
calculated, it will place you 
between the stream of ricshas 
and the stream of motorcars, to 
the inconvenience of both. You, 
however, are safe enough, since 
no motor driver will deliberately.

In this matter of payment the 
foreigner is always at a dis- 
advantage.

Only iron 
trucks. But the foreigner was 
expected to pay for sleeping car 
provisions. If ho did not, he did 
not go by that train, that ‘was all 
there was about it. And since 
the foreigner would not be try- 
ing to go by that train if it were 
not urgent for him to get to his 
destination, he would be forced 
to put up with the extortion and 
pay accordingly. 


























‘This little matter of the trains 
brings up a more interesting 
question, also related to the
